The request was made by Dis- 


trict Attorney William E. Miller, 
of Niagara county, as flying squads 
of unionists attacked work-bound 
non-strikers. 


Shortly after at least 14 were 


reported injured in two attacks 
this morning, Miller said he tele- 
phoned Lawrence Walsh, Governor 
Dewey's assistant counsel, Miller 
said:, 


I told him that no amount of 


local police coordination, including 
the three municipal police depart- 
ments and Niagara county sheriff's 
office, could possibly cope with the 
local scene. 


I informed him that nothing 


short of the state militia could pre- 
vent further bloodshed." 


Miller said he was convinced 


that "the responsible labor leaders 
no longer are in control of the 
situation and that all activities 
were being led by influences for- 
eign to the local scene and un- 
questionably Communistically do- 
minated." 


Scores of wives of non-strikers 


sent telegrams last night to Gov- 
ernor Dewey expressing concern 
for the safety of their husbands 
and pleading for state police or 
militia protection.

Talk on Polio 
To Kiwanians 


William F. Brown 
Explains Drive 
On For Funds 


The reason for the Polio Epi- 


demic , Emergency Drive of the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis, which began in the Uni- 
ted States today, was explained 
by Prosecuting Attorney William 
F. Brown, chairman of the Pettis 
county chapter, in a talk before 
the Sedalia Kiwanis club meeting 
in Bothwell hotel. 


Of all the problems faced by 


American families in 1949, few 
have caused more anxiety than 
the grim threat of infantile pa- 
ralysis. The speaker 
explained 


how the national foundation func- 
tioned in this emergency, spend- 
ing money where vitally needed 
in epidemic and other areas and 
also for research to develop ser- 
ums. 


The speaker mentioned that 


Petlis county had been fortunate 
in that only one case is known to 
have originated in this county, 
and none in Sedalia, although 
there have been several cases 
among persons who contracted the 
disease elsewhere. 
Funds Be Provided 
Mr. Brown said that during the 


March of Dimes earlier in the 
year $3,200 had been collected, 
half of which went to the national 
foundation. In case the need arises 
in this county, the foundation will 
provide funds through the crisis. 


Infantile paralysis is the most 


expensive disease contracted by 
man, Mr. Brown said. Costs of 
caring ofr patients with the crip- 
pling disease run from $3,000 to 
$15,000 per patient. 


Because of the tremendous costs 


involved during the current na- 
tional epidemic the national foun- 
dation is starting an emergency 
drive for funds.

Unruh is held there under 24- 
hour guard in solitary confine- 
ment.

ed killer—a former army artil- 
leryman—was taken to the hos- 
pital yesterday. Four psychiatrists 
who had examined him in Cam- 
den's 
Cooper 
hospital 
recom- 


mended more mental tests, and 
Unruh agreed to go. 


Camden 
Prosecutor 
Mitchell 


Cohen insisted Unruh "has not 
been declared insane," is only un- 
der observation. 


"That's the fairest thing to do 


for all concerned," Cohen said, 
"though I would have liked to 
arraign him at once for murder." 


Dr. Robert S. Garber, assistant 


director of the state hospital, said 
the plan is to submit Unruh "to 
exhaustive psychiatric examina- 
tions. Such tests usually take from 
six to eight weeks."

If Unruh is declared sane he 


faces the maximum penalty of 
death in the electric chair under 
13 separate murder charges.

found insane, he could be com- 
mitted to an institution for life.

"He was 
very quiet and appeared to have 
slept soundly."

10-year-old John H. Wilson — 
whose death yesterday raised the 
toll in Tuesday's river road mas- 
sacre to 13—appeared at Unruh's 
room in the same hospital. Unruh 
was under treatment for a bullet 
wound of the hip. 


The Wilson boy's relative, de- 


tectives said, declared "I'm go- 
ing to get him." The man—whose 
identity was not disclosed — was 
restrained and led away. 


Unruh went berserk Tuesday 


morning, stalking from his apart- 
ment 011 Camdeii's river road in 
a search lor human targets. 


Before he finished his wild 


foray, five men, five women and 
two young boys had been killect 
and the Wilson youngster critic- 
ally wounded.

British 
Seeking 
Changes 


More Freedom in 
Spending of EGA 
Dollarsv Outside 
U. S. is Desired 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8— 


(/P)—The three-power con- 
ference on the British fin- 
ancial crisis today set up a 
special committee to go in- 
to Britain's request for more 
freedom in spending EGA 
dollars outside the United 
States. 


It was learned that Britain* has 


told the United States that unless 
changes are made in the present 
Marshall 
plan 
operations 
they 


will have to spend several hun- 
dred million more dollars out of 
their dwindling reserves. 


The decision of the American, 


British 
and 
Canadian 
cabinet 


ministers to make a special study 
of the whole question of the use 
of EGA funds was one of four 
decisions made today. 
Three Chief Problems 
Several groups were also as- 


signed to work on the following 
three problems: 


1. Commodities and stockpiling: 


Britain has told the United States 
on this point that a speedup in 
the use of American funds for 
stockpiling 
strategic 
materials 


such as rubber and tin would 
assist the Britishr government in 
increasing 
its 
dollar 
earnings. 


Those materials are produced in 
areas which do their trading in 
;he British pound sterling. 


2. 
Customs procedure: Both 


Britain and Canada have repeat- 
edly complained to the American 
government that its customs pro- 
cedures are so cumbersome and 
old-fashioned that foreign expor- 
ters are discouraged from trying 
to get goods into this country for 
sale here and that American buy- 
ers are discouraged from seeking 
foreign, goods. A solution to this 
problem, from the British view- 
point, would have the same ef- 
fect as a solution to the stock- 
piling problem — that is it would 
fit into the request of Sir Stafford 
Cripps that the United States 
open greater markets to British 
goods. 


3. .Overseas investments: Bri- 


tish and Canadian conferees are 
reported to have taken the posi- 
tion that the United States, as the 
world's greatest creditor nation, 
must find new ways to put dol- 
:ars to work 
by 
encouraging 


aeavier American investments in 
foreign countries. 


The announcement of the work 


at today's session — the third 
meeting of the conference which 
opened yesterday — was made by 
Secretary ot the Treasury Snyder, 
the chief American delegate, in 
a news 'conference at the state 
department, where the meetings 
are being held. 
Consider Earnings 
Snyder said that Paul Hoffman, 


;he ECA administrator, and Ave- 
rell Harriman, the ECA ambas- 
sador in western Europe, consid- 
erably broadened the subject of 
Britain's dollar earnings at this • 
morning's session to include the 
problem of dollar earnings of all 
;he ECA countries. 


Hoffman, Snyder said, took the 


same line in the closed meetings 
ivith Cripps and the other confe- 
rees that he has taken in public 
statements in recent weeks — ad- 


ocating better British sales tech- 


niques and the development of 
goods appealing to Americans at 
a competitive cost. 


Asked whether devaluation of 


the British pound has come up, 
Snyder said he would not discuss

time.". Pressed on the point, he 
sharply replied "Let's drop that 
and go on to something else."

Earlier Days in Meat Business 
In Sedalia When it Was Cheap 


Experiences of Louis Baimer in Business and 
Home Life; Visit Made to Home by Some of 
The Jesse James Gang After Train Robbery 


With the meat situation as it 


has been for the past few years, 
so high that it almost costs money 
even to look at it and the war 
days when we couldn't even buy 
it without ration points, not even 
then unless you stood in pietty 
well with the giocer or got to the 
store at the same time the meat 
arrived, the little Uem from a 
Sedalia newspaper in the year 
1892 
makes us realize what the 


folks mean when they say: "In 
the good old days." They may not 
have had all the fancy living and 
modern conveniences that we have 
now, but they really had things 
to eat. 


The item starts out with the 


following 
paragraphs: 


"There was a loud explosion in 


the vicinity 
of Maiket square 


just before 4:00 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon and within five min- 
utes fully three hundred persons 
had congregated in and around 
Louis Bahner's West End market 
house. 


-"The explosion was caused by a 


giant fire cracker, which enter- 
prising Mr. Banner had fired off 
to call attention to a large circu- 
lar, which reads as follows: 


"Special Sale of Meat" 


"Owing to hard times and my 


success in having Special Meat 
Sales last year, 'I will commence 
again on Wednesday, June 29, 
1892 and continuing each succeed- 
ing Wednesday throughout the 
year, to have a special meat sale. 


"Below are present prices for 


sale days: 


"Boiling beef, 8 pounds for 25c; 


rib roast, 4 pounds for 25c; chuck 


! steak, 4 pounds for 25c; round 
steak, 4 pounds for 25c, loin steak, 
3 pounds for 25c; and porterhouse 
steak, 3 pounds 25c." 


You can't even buy a soup bone 


for a quarter now and they used 
to give them away. 


Louis Banner, who f i g u r e d 


prominently in the meat business 
for 50 years in Sedalia was the 
father of B. J. Bahner, 121 South 
Grand avenue The Bahner family 
home was at Twenty-second and 
Missouri and although the Bahner 
boys grew up in the meat busi- 
ness 
only 
one followed their 


father's trade. 


Cured Qwn Meats 
Mr. Bahner did his own butch- 


ering and cured his own meats. 
Meat was delivered by little horse 
drawn cart affairs and the meat 
was placed in something that re- 
sembled a little hammack. In 
those days the streets were not 
paved and when it rained it was 
too muddy to take the cart affair 
so the boys would go on horse- 
back carrying huge baskets filled 
with meat on their arms. They 
had to get up at 5:00 o'clock to 
start making deliveries and Sun- 
day kept them busy trying to get 
the meat to the homes in time for 
dinner. Few people had ice in those 
days so meat could not be kept. 
Cart Delivery 
Later there came a new and 


modern cart for meat deliveries. 
These carts were on the order of 
a large box with a lid which could 
be lifted to place the meat in the 
box and fitted in between the two 
wheels of the cart. On the back 


Louis Bahner, who shipped in 
the first meat ever to be ship- 
ped into Sedalia and who for 
many years operated meat 
markets in various parts of 
the town. He was the father 
of B. J. Bahner, 121 South 
Grand avenue. 


was a step on which the butchci 
boy stood and at the side a little 
seat where he might sit down iJ 
lie got tired. Another nice feature 
about the new cart was that the 
meat in the box didn't get wet, 
The Bahner family was really 
proud when they purchased some

miles east of the town of Bahner, 
vhich was named for his bi other. 
This was the afternoon the Jesse 
'ames gang robbed the train at 
Otteiville. 


Uninvited Guests 
Four men had gone to the home 


of Ed Bahnei a little earliei and 
asked to have dinner People didn't 
have the fear of strangers then 
that they do now, so the strangeis 
weie invited in Mrs. Bahner was 
ill, Mr 
Bahner told the men 


but if they wanted hei to, his 
seventeen yeai old daughtei would 
get a dinner for them 


That suited the men and in a 


coiner of the room sat Ed Bah- 
nei's son, Louis, then iust a little 
boy, 
watching with deep inteiest 


the foui men, especially one, who 
had long cuily hau 


When the men had finished eat- 


ing, they fed their horses, which 
they had lefused to put in the 
bain but htd tied to the fence 
The3r offeied to pay Mi. Bahner 
for the dinner but he wouldn't 
accept pay, so the men gave the 
gnl two dollars and started on 
their way. 


In the meantime Louis Bahnei, 


who had gone to that vicinity to 
buy cattle, had lode up to his 
brother's house, saw the sti angers' 
horses, decided his brothei had 
company, so put his horse in the 
bain and staited up the load to 
the home of his wife's mothei, a 
short distance away, to stay all 
night 


The sti angers brought him back 


;o the Bahner home and asked 
Ed Banner if he knew the man 


"Of couise," he answeied, "that 


is my bi other " 


"What is he doing here9" they 


asked 


"I imagine he came to buy 


cattie," he saicfand turning to his 


bi other asked the question, "Didn' 
you Louis'" 


Louis Bahner replied that he

"That is his mothei-m-law's 


home,"" answeied Ed Bahner, "I 
expect he was going theic to 
spend the night" 


Louis Bahner verified the state- 


ment and the strangers, apparent- 
ly satisfied, continued on then 
way through the woods west of 
the Bahner farm 
Place of Loot Division 
The Bahnei brotheis had no 


idea who the foui men were and 
did not know for sometime latei 


because news traveled slowly in 
those days and they had not heard 
of the Otteiville train lobbery 
Later m the woods east of the 
Bahner farm where the gang was 
believed to have spent the night 
was found paper and letteis that 
had been taken fiom the passen- 
geis on the train There, it was 
thought, the loot had been divid- 
ed 


Two days after the robberv a 


posse of about 40 men from Se- 


daha rode out to the Bahner farm 
looking for the outlaws but on 
the way out there they had a 
merry old time shooting rabbits 
and squirrels, little realizing that 
the sound of their guns, had the 
outlaws still been in the vicinitcy, 
would have sent them to a safe 
hiding place The shots ringing 
out over the countryside could be 
heard at the Bahner home a full 
half hour before the posse reached 
the house.

How to Play Canasta: 9 
No 'Split Melds' in Canasta 


BY WILLIAM E. McKENNEY

Today we'll discuss "going out,' 


and special rules of Canasta. 


STOCK 
PILE EXHAUSTED 


When a player draws the last card 
of the stock pile, various proce- 
dures of play follow: 


(1) If the card drawn is a red 


trey, he places it face up on the 
table, melds any of his cards tha 
he desires, but does not discard 
and the hand is over. 


(2) If he draws the last card of 


the stock pile and discards a black 
trey, a deuce or a joker, the hand 
is ended. 


(3) If he makes a regular dis- 


card (other than a wild card or a 
black trey), the next player may 
take the discard pile if he can 
meld the up-card with two cards 
from his hand. 
If the pack is 


frozen, the rules governing the 
frozen pack prevail. 


If the pack is not frozen, and 


the up-card can be added to one 
of his side's melds, he must take 
the pack. Play continues in this 
manner until a player legally re- 
fuses to take the up-card. 
* * * 


If no player melds out, the 


scores are tabulated in the regular 
manner, but neither side receives 
the bonus. 


SPECIAL 
RULES: A player 


may always combine two or more 
melds in the same rank made by 
his side, but may not withdraw 
any card from the meld. In other 
words, there is no "splitting a 
meld." 


When a deuce or a joker is once 


played, it cannot be taken up 
again. 


In other words, there is no trad- 


ing for the joker or deuce. No 
meld can contain more than three 


wild cards unless it is a completed 
Canasta. You may continue add- 


ing cards to a completed Canasta 
indefinitely, even if there are then 
more than three wild cards in it.

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Solicitous Navy Makes Life 
Easier for Foreign Agents 


By Bruce Biossat 


Thanks to the navy, life gets easier and easier 


for the foreign spy. Time was when he really 
had to dig for his facts. But now he can slip 
into a quiet little saloon, order a drink and do 
his daily chore just by giving a close look at 
photographic murals on the walls. 


Silly as this may sound, it's true. Anybody 


curious about how Washington looks from 40,- 
000 feat, for example, can drop into the cap- 
ital's Club 400, run by one Charles Bomze, and 
squint at what is believed to be the highest 
altitude photograph, ever made. 


The shot has been blown up to huge size, 


•which will tend to reduce eyestrain among 
foreign agents. 
As a further accidental con- 


venience, the stratospheric picture is flanked by 
a blow-up of the graceful supreme court build- 
ing, providing a nice change of pace. 


We have the word of air force veterans that 


any bombardier would rate this aerial shot of 
Washington a complete joy. 
It covers 121 


square miles and clearly defines every military 
target in the capital, from the White House to 
the naval ordnance works. 


Amazing as it may seem, at the time this 


picture was discovered in Club 400 by an en- 
terprising reporter it had not been released for 
publication. 
Its existence was known to the 


press weeks ago, but it was being kept "secret" 
for reasons which have now evaporated. 


The navy had planned to offer the shot as 


a "surprise exhibit" in the B-36 bomber hear- 
ings before the House armed services commit- 
tee. Th« idea was to show that navy jet planes 
could climb high enough to intercept and pre- 
sumably knock down the giant bomber. 
But 


the hearings were ended abruptly before the 
picture could be presented. 


Meantime, Proprietor Bomze acquired pos- 


session of the thing when a customer left it in 
a booth. He waited awhile for somebody to 
claim the photograph bu£ no one did. 
Then 


he decided it would look fine as a blow-up be- 
side the supreme court shot. 


The careless customer who forgot the picture 


is presumed to be a navy man who was more 
concerned at the time with internal comfort 
than internal security. Or maybe he figured no 
one could ever dope the picture out. We must 
admit that to the layman it looks more like an 
X-ray of somebody's lungs than a prized view 
of vital targets. 


The navy's current, position on the Club 400 


fiasco is a trifle puzzling. 
While news photo- 


graphers swarm over Bomze's premises snap- 
ping numerous shots of the mural, navy offi- 
cers firmly refuse to "release it for publica- 
tion." In another breath, they point out that 
the picture long ago was given security clear- 
ance. 


The weary citizen grasping for some thread 


of sense in all this perhaps ought to conclude 
—charitably— that the silly season installed for 
so many weeks on Capitol Hill has at least 
reached across the Potomac to embrace the 
Pentagon. 


• The Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Bradley Scores Truman's 
Backing Vaughan

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8 — Kindly Gen. Omar 


Bradley, top chief of staff, was attending a 
cocktail party given by Mrs. Louise Heiberg, 
ex-wife of Gen. Douglas MacArthur. 
General 


Bradley is discreet and not especially talkative, 
but as an officer jealous of the prestige of the 
army. Certain developments at a Senate hear- 
ing had got under his skin. 


For, despite the amazing Senate investiga- 


tion disclosures, President Truman had made 
a statement just before the Heiberg party vig- 
orously defending the chief subject of the Sen- 
ate probe — Gen. Harry Vaughan. 


"You see this left arm," said the chief of 


staff to one of the guests, as he arrived. "It 
served me all during the war and I don't know 
what I'd do without it. But I'd have given it 
gladly if the President hadn't made that state- 
ment defending Vaughan." 


Note — Though General Vaughan has violated 


army regulations 600-10, that no officer can 
raise political funds, there is nothing the army 
can do to discipline him. 
The President, as 


commander-in-chief, would fire anyone who 
raised a finger against his old crony. 


Pontiff Orders Peace 
Members of the Catholic hierarchy intimate 


that it was His Holiness Pope Pius XII who 
ordered Cardinal Spellman to make peace with 
Mrs. Roosevelt. 
They also indicate that Spell- 


man, once the pope's favorite and in line to 
become papal secretary, may have lost that 
privileged position to Cardinal Stritch of Chi- 
cago, a more liberal prelate and a friend of 
the Roosevelt family. 


In addition to the Vatican, Ed Flynn, Irish 


boss of the Bronx, emphatically demanded that 
Cardinal Spellman make peace with the former 
first lady. 
Flynn, who knew Spellman long 


before he became cardinal, was brief and to 
the point. 


"If you don't patch up this fight with Mrs. 


Roosevelt," he told Spellman, "we won't be able 
to elect a Catholic to any office in New York 
state for the next 30 years." 


Flynn had in mind the long-time alliance be- 


tween Jewish and Catholic voters in New York, 
which has voted Democratic ever since the early 
days of Roosevelt. 
This alliance, responsible 


for Democratic victories during the past 16 
years, was seriously threatened by Catholic 
opposition to ex-Governor Lehman and his 
candidacy for the Senate. 


Cardinal Spellman himself was credited with 


spearheading the Lehman opposition because 
the ex-governor last year served on a commit- 
tee of protest against banning "The Nation" 
from New York public school libraries. 


Lehman vs. Spellman 
"The Nation" was banned because it carried 


a series of articles by Paul Blanshard, prior to 
publication in book form, critical of the church. 
Lehman, on the other hand, argued that since 
New York public schools are attended by Pro- 
testants and Jews as well as Catholics, their 
reading material should not be fixed by Cath- 
olics alone. 
Lehman felt that the church had 


every right to set the reading material in its 
own parochial schools, but not in public schools 
supported by the taxpayers. 


Cardinal Spellman, however, vigorously dis- 


agreed and wrote the ex-governor a sharp 
personal letter. 
And later Lehman received 


word from Catholic leaders that if he ran for 
the Senate this fall, he would have organized 
Catholic opposition. 
Mrs. FDR Breaks Opposition 


All this was one reason for Ed Flynn's blunt 


warning to Cardinal Spellman that he would 
have to make peace with Mrs. Roosevelt. 


Actually, Mrs. Roosevelt had no idea that the 


cardinal was coming to see her in the country. 


And, 
contrary to all reports, the parochal school 


issue was not discussed. The cardinal tallied 
about the late president, plus non-church mat- 
ters. 


Finally Mrs. Roosevelt brought up the ques- 


tion of Governor Lehman and expressed the 
opinion that it would be in the best interest 
of all the people if he were to become a candi- 
date for the Senate. 
She also mentioned the 


cardinal's reported opposition. 


The cardinal then said that when -he got back 


to New York he would be happy to make it 
emphatically clear that he was not opposed to 
Lehman. 
He further said he would issue in- 


structions throughout his domain that there 
should be no church opposition to the benign 
ex-governor of New York. 


The 
meeting ended on a most happy and 


cordial note. 
Navy Lobby 
It's not supposed to be known but the navy 


went over the head of Secretary of Defense 
Johnson at the American Legion convention 
and brazenly lobbied for Legion support of the 
super airplane carrier. 
The navy's case was 


presented to a Legion sub-committee by two 
brass hats, Vice Adm. Calvin Durgin and Capt. 
Joseph Kane, who claimed to be official navy 
spokesmen but admitted they hadn't cleared 
their material with either the joint chiefs of 
staff, the secretary of defense or even the sec- 
retary of the navy. 


Admiral Durgin introduced Captain Kane 


who, 
he said, would "explain the mistakes we 


are making in our defense policy." Kane char- 
ged bluntly that Secretary of Defense Johnson's 
orders, cancelling the super-carrier, were "based 
on faulty reasoning." 


Note — This performance by two high navy 


officers was in direct violation of orders. 
For 


the same offense, an enlisted man would have 
been sent to the brig.

The Doctor Says 


Shock Treatments Give Hope 
To Those With Mental Disease

Those who have a mental dis- 


ease are just as truly ill as are 
those who have a broken bone, a 
tumor 
or some other trouble 


which can be seen of felt. In the 
not too distant past those who 
suffered from a mental disease 
were often kept in chains or soli- 
tary confinement, were beaten, 
and no effort was made to get at 
the bottom of the difficulty. 
Re- 


form finally came in most places 
and the mentally ill came to be 
treated more humanely. 
It was 


finally 
recognized that 'people 


who were mentally sick were no 
more responsible for the condi- 
tion than those who had some 
obvious physical disorder. 


Since 1928 new hope has arison 


for many patients with mental 
conditions because of the discov- 
ery that some metnally diseased 
people may be improved. At first 
diseases may be improved by giv- 
ing them shock treatment. At first 
shock was produced by giving 
large doses of insulin (which is 
used in the treatment of diabetis). 
Disadvantages Found 


In large 
doses this insulin 


causes a type of reaction which 
doctors call shock. 
The mental 


condition of many of the mental 
patients who received this shock 
treatment cleared up. However, 
certain disadvantages were found 
with the insulin. 
A substance 


called metrazol was then tried. 
This also produced shock. 


Several years later electricity 


began to be used to give the shock 
treatments and this, too, brought 
about good results in many cases. 
Now electric shock is probably 
used most often and, although 
these treatments do not cure all 
mental patients, they do help in 
many 
cases. 
Usually 
several 


shock treatments have to be giv- 
en before the best results are ob- 
tained. 


People who have friends or rel- 


atives whose cases warrant trying 
shock treatment ought not to ex- 
pect too much. It does not always 
work, but it offers hope to many.

Because, says a couple 
if bug experts, they taste with 
heir feet. 


Dr. Hugh W. Frings, associate 


Professor of zoology at the Penn- 
lylvania State College, and his 
vife, Mable Frings, found in in- 
ensive research that the end seg- 
ments of the legs of flies were 
aste organs. 


They 
also learned that the 


shorter hairs of the pads on the 
aid of the proboscis are taste or- 
;ans. The longer hairs are used as 
iense of touch organs. 


Hous flies were only one of 23 


species of insects examined by Dr 
Frings and his wife in their study 
of taste habits. 


Possible'taste organs of "the in- 


sects were touched with fine glass 
needles, 
bearing either .water, 


sugar solutions or a salt solution, 
after control tests were made. 


Cockroaches, were unable to 


:aste with their feet, were found 
:o have taste organs in three other 
places—on feeler-like appendages 
protruding from the mouth parts, 
on a fold on the floor of the 
mouth; and a part of the- lip. 


The roaches paid ho attention" to 


sugar water when these organs 
were removed. But they were 
able to find dog biscuits or other 
food particles.

Because Engine and Train Service Employes Will Quit 
Their Jobs Rather Than Arbitrate Their Differences 


Cause of the Dispute 


This is because of a difference in interpretation of written agreements 


between our railroad and its train service employes as to which employes should 
have been used for service already performed by others, or the proper com- 
pensation for services, past or future, whether covered by agreement or not. 


The Proper Disposition oi the Dispute 


Disputes of this character have always existed in the railroad industry 


just as in other industries. 
In 1926 the railroads and their employes requested 


legislation which Congress enacted as the Railway Labor Act providing methods 
for disposition of disputes such as the vone in which the Missouri Pacific and its 
employes are engaged. 
The Railroad Adjustment Board was established in 1934 


at the request of the labor organizations as a tribunal with lawful authority to 
hear and settle these disputes 
The employes of the Missouri Pacific now say 


they will not submit these cases to the Railroad Adjustment Board for dispo- 
sition, although this Board was established at their request to make possible 
the peaceful settlement of such cases. 


The Railway Labor Act also provides that when other means fail to 


dispose of cases of the character involved in these disputes, the President of 
the United States may in his discretion appoint an Emergency Board of three 
men to hear the matter in dispute and recommend a fair and equitable way of 
settlement. 
The President of the United States did appoint such an Emergency 


Board on the Missouri Pacific on July 8, 1949, and it heard both sides of the 
dispute and submitted its report to the President on August 2nd. 


The Missouri Pacific has accepted the findings of this Board. The train 


service employes of the Missouri Pacific have refused to accept the findings of 
the B®ard, thus nullifying the letter and spirit of American democracy which 
is exemplified by a mutual, cooperative settlement of grievances between 
management and labor, rather than by recourse to the use of force through the 
strike weapon. 
Missouri Pacific's Position 


First, we believe in obeying the letter and spirit of the laws of the coun- 


try, in this case the Railway Labor Act, whose fate seems to hang in the bal- 
ance. 


Second, we have an obligation to our shippers and travelers to furnish 


them transportation at a reasonable cost in keeping with the responsibilities set 
forth for railroad management in the Transportation Act of the United States. 


Third, the owners of this property are entitled to fair consideration to 


the end that the cost of operating it shall not be out of keeping with the indus- 
try generally. 


Finally, we must stand on these principles in spite of the fact that the 


train service organizations will not do so. 


\ 


Where the Responsibility for the 
Present Emergency Lies 


The responsibility plainly lies with the officers of the four train service 


brotherhoods involved because they have a remedy at law and by the conclus- 
ions of the President's Emergency Board and they will not accept either. 


It is with great regret we make this announcement because we fully realize the personal hardship this strike will inflict on thousands of people not in any 


way connected with this dispute, and the fact that many industries will be forced to close their plants when Missouri Pacific transportation 
ceases. 
While this 


•trike has not been called on International Great Northern Railroad and Gulf Coast Lines it will result in discontinuance of Missouri Pacific Lines through service 


with this part of the Missouri Pacific Lines system. 


President Truman's Emergency Board has recommended arbitration under the Railway Labor Act and in the end some form of arbitration is the only way 


that such matters can be settled. 
The Missouri Pacific has repeatedly agreed to accept the decision of an arbitration board, whether the decision is for or against the 


railroad. 


\ 


The officers of the four train service brotherhoods have said they will not arbitrate under any conditions. 
This strike, therefore, will be the sole respons- 


ibility of the officers of the four train service brotherhoods who prefer to call a strike rather than submit to democratic processes for solution of the dispute.
